The Pottawatomie tribe of Indians
has made the happy discovery that it
holds the title to 130 acres of land
almost in the heart of Chicago. The
land became the possession of the
Indians in 1833, by a treaty executed
between Leopold Pokagon and the gov-
ernment, Leopold being the father of
Simon Pokagon, now chief of the tribe.
It formed part of an immense territory,
which the Indians afterwards sold, and
a confusion of the boundaries led to the
abandonment of the 130 acres of valua-
ble land, which the Indians have now
undertaken to recover and which is
estimated to be worth $1,000,000. The
property is mostly owned by W H.
Cox, a heavy Chicago capitalist. The
Pottawatomie title was not discovered
until Mr. Cox attempted to procure- - an
abstract. When Chief Simon Pokagon
was at the world's fair, Mayor Harri-
son informed him of the matter. Poka-
gon investgated and a week ago last
Saturday at Hartford made his dis-
coveries public to 75 members of his
tribe. lie said that Mr. Cox was dis-
posed to deal fairly.
